WasHIncton, October 13.—[Special.]—As 
the democratic congressmen drop in here, 
great interest is manifested by the friends of 
the speakership candidates in their prefer- 
ences. 

Since Mr. Mills has taken the stump in Iowa 
and Onio his chances have materially in- 
creased, and although Judge Crisp, of Georgia, 
still holds the lead, Mr. Mills is a strong 
second. Representative Hemphill, of South 
Carolina, one of the strongest menin the 
south, said today on this subject: 

“T think it is not to speak in disparagement 
of the other candidates to say that Mr. 
Crisp is the best man (for the 
speakership. The old members gen- 
erally appreciate his peculiar fitness for 
the position, and I have no doubt of his elec- 
tion. Mr. Mills has performed party service 
which we all appreciate, andI regret deeply 
that he should run foran oftice to which he 
cannot be elected. Many of us will vote against 
him with regret that we feel compelled to do 
so, but a man however able and distinguished, 
is not suited for every position to which he 
fmay aspire. 

The Interest of the Party Demands Crisp. 

“The interest of the party will be best sub- 
perved by the election of Mr. Crisp, I be- 
lieve, and therefore I shall vote for him. He 
is sound on a}! democratic principles, as all old 
members who have served with him know, and 
he has the qualities of a safe leader, chief 
among them sound judgment. Mr. Mills will 
better serve the party on the 
floor, and on the stump he has few 
equais. It is no disparagement of his 
ability to say that he is not just fitted forthe 
speakership. The speakership cannot be con- 
sidered as a reward for party services, but as a 
place where work must be done, and great 
skill asa manager and great good judgment 
are important.” | 

The Farmers’ Movement. 

Speaking of the Farmers’ Alliance movement 
and of finance, Mr. Hemphill said: 

“The alliance folks are very active. I do 
not sce that there has been any diminution of 
tucir activity, but I donot think the alliance 
of the south could be Jed into any third party 
movement. Many of their demands are proper 
enough, and grew out of the present condition 
of affairs. I think that a reduction af tax- 
ation and a Safe and proper increase of the 
currency will satisfy them. Undoubtedly 
there is need of more currency, and I think it 
is possible to rnake the necessary increasein a 
perfectly safe manner, so that one dollar will 
be as good as any other dollar without any 
depreciation of the value of our currency.”’ 

The Old Iron Chest. 

The contents of an old iron chest, some in- 
teresting confederate relics, formed the sub- 
ject of an official ceremony at the war de- 
partment yesterday. The relics consisted of 
the woman’s garments which the federal sol- 
diets persist in alleging were worn by Jeffer- 
son Davis when he was trying to make his 
escape through Georgia. For twenty-six 
years these garments have been stored away 
in an iron chest atthe war department, and 
always under the custody of an ofticer of rank, 
who is he!d responsible for their safe-keeping. 
No one knows the object of preserving them, 
unless it is to produce them in support of the 
time-worn statement so frequently disproved 
by those who were with Mr. Davis at the time 
of his capture, that he assumed the disguise of 
& woman to effec his escape. 

For several years the relics have been in 
the custody of Major A. MacArthur, but yes- 
terday the chest containing them was dragged 
into the anteroom of Secretary Proctor’s of- 
fice, and opened in the presence of witnesses. 
The contents were carefully inventoried, and 
the chest refastened and turned over to no 
less a peisonage than’ Brigadier General 
Breck, assistant adjutant general of the army, 
who wili henceforth be responsible for them. 
The contents of the chest consisted of a large 
waterproof of ample dimensions and old-fash- 
ioned cut, such as was worn by women before 
the day of gossamers and rubber over- 
garments. The waterproof is of light 
gray cloth, and the lower part 
of the skirt is thickly encrusted 
with mud hard and dry, supposed to be the 
identical one with which he was bedraggled 
when the federal cavalry seized him. Ac- 
companying this is the cassimere shawl] which 
Mr. Davis is said to have thrown over his head. 
The body of the shawl is a dark red with a 
wide black margin around it. A pair of large 
cavalry spurs are alsoin the box. They are 
well rusted, and show signs of original hard 
usage. These arethe spurs which, according 
tothe story told by the captors, protruded 
from underneath the waterproof and attracted 
their attention tothe mufiled figure of the 
fallen chieftain.

HOEV'S NEAT LITTLE DEAL

For Which He Is Fired from the Presi- 
dency of the Adams Express Company. 


New YorkK, October 13.—The New York 
Times and other morning papers today pub- 
lished news of which the following is the 
substance: 

John Hoey, who for the last forty years has 
been identified with the Adams Express Com- 
pany, and who for over three years has been 
its president, was yesterday discharged from 
his high office by the unanimous vote of the 
board of directors on a charge of malfeasance. 
Clapp Spvoner, the yice president of the com- 
pany, and a Bridgeport millionaire, who oc- 
cupied the president’s chair when the vote 
was cast to discharge Hoey, and who voted 
for that discharge, handed in his resignation, 
and it was accepted for precisely the same 
reason for which Hoey was discharged. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST HOEY. 

The charges against Hoey and Spooner, 
which brought about the above action, are, in 
brief, that they purchased the New York and 
Boston Dispatch Express Company and the 
Kinsley Express Company for $150,000, and 
turned them over to the Adams Express Com- 
pany for $850,000, and that the difference be- 
tween these two amounts was divided between 
Hoey, Spooner, Henry Sherburne and Henry 
C. Taft. 

The exposure was bronght about by a suit 
brought by Sherburne against the other three 
men foran accounting and his share of the 
profits of the deal. Hoey’s share of the profits 
is set down at $179,000, and Spooner’s at $172,- 
000, in the published statements. 

Hoey had nothing to say. Henry Sanford, 
of Bridgeport, Conn., was this afternoon ap- 
pointed president of the Adams Express Com- 
pany. Frederick Lovejoy, of this city, was ap- 
pointed vice president.

WOMAN THE SUBJECT 


Of the Discussion in the Ecumenical 
Council Yesterday. 


WORDS OF PRAISE FROM WISE MEN, 


Who Think She Should Share Their 
Labors. 


BISHOP HARGROVE, OF NASHVILLE, 


Presides Over the Sixth Day’s Session. 
HEminent Divines Talk of 
Church Work.

WasuHiIneTon, October 13.—Bishop R. H. 
Hargrove, of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, of Nashville, preached at the opening 
of the sixth day’s session of the ecumenical 
Methodist council. 

Rev. Dr. Patterson, of the same church, dc- 
livered a prayer, and Rev. Dr. David Morton, 
of Louisville, read the scriptures. 

Rev. J. Travis, general missionary secretary 
of the Primitive Methodist church, of Eng- 
land read a paper on “The Place and Power ot 
Lay Agency in the Church.”’ 

Rev. M. D. C. Crawford, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, of New York, was set down 
for an address on ‘The Deaconess Movement,” 


but owing to his illness, Bishop William | 


Hinde, of Kansas, treated the subject. 

tev. Dr. W.S. Walters, secretary of the 
London mission of the Wesleyan Methodist 
church, spoke of the Methodist brotherhoods 
and sisterhoods. He said it would have been 
far more fitting if his sister had been here to 
present her own cause. He hoped that at the 
next council woman would be permitted to 
take her place upon the platform and address 
the conference. [{Applause. } 

After recess, Rev. Dr. Benjamin St. James 
Fry, of the Methodist Episcopal church: of 
St. Louis, and editor of The Central Chris- 
tian Advocate, read a paper upon the subject 
of woman’s work in the church. 

Rev. William Gorman, of the Irish Method- 
ist church, Belfast, made a strong plea for 
women in connection with any phaze of church 
work. 

Rev. Thomas H. Hunt, of the Primitive 
Methodist church, of Manchester, England, 


thought that as women constituted a majority, 


of church attendance they should assume par§ 
of its work. 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Lewis, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, held that it was @ 
bold, bad and dangerous fallacy to believe that 
because a large majority of the people werg 
hammering and pushing after a thing it was @ 
manifestation of the divine wish. ‘God 
created them, male and female,” not “female 
and male.”’ [Cries ofoh, no.] Woman was 
first in transgression but alsoin the front of re- 
demption. She was expected under divine 
providence to sustain the relation to the mas- 
culine church that she did to the family; not 
ene of subordination, but of equality in cer 
tain lines. ; ’ 

Rev. Dr. Buckley, of New York, said that 
many sensible women must have felt sick at 
heart to hear the platitudes delivered today. 
Woman should not give up the higher power 
for the lower. St. Pau! had said they should 
not take the place of men. Women could not 
do the work of preachers without collision 
with the laws of nature. They must be moth- 
ers or they must be preachers, not both. 

J. B. Slack, of London, held that women 
must discover their own work in the church, 
and that without help. They must not be 
fettered and trainmeled in their work by rules 
cast by men. The London mission of Mrs. 
Hughes was conducted on that principle. De- 
bate should be adjourned until women were 
free to speak here for themselves. 

Rev. Dr. Hoss, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, invited anybody who had a 
higher estimate of woman than he had him- 
self to show his face.

PARNELL’S CAREER 


As Depicted by Thomas 
O'Connor. 


HIS YOUNG LIFE FREE FROM BLAME. 


The Loneliness Which Caused His 
Fall Later On. 


Power

JOHN H. PARNELL, OF ATLANTA, MAY RUN 


_—- -—— 


For Election tothe Seat Made Vacant by 
the Death of His Distinguished 
Brother. 


Loxpon, October 13.—Thomas Power 
O'Conncr’s life of Charles Stewart Parnell has 
just appeared. It bears but few traces of a 
hurried preparation, yet it isa book of 223 
pages, and contains a great deal in a small 
Compass. 

All previous biographies of Parnell accord 
to Avondale the honor of his p!ace of birth. 

©’Connor says he heard Parnell state that 
this is incorrect.. He was born at Brighton. 
Among his earlier influences were stories he 
heard in his childhood from an old servant of 
the family, narrating the horrible cruelties the 
Irish suffered during the rebellion. 

These made Parnell the man he became. 
Yrom his mother also were derived traditions 
thoroughly hostile to the existing relations of 
England andjIreland. Though intensely Irish 
in sentiment, O’Connor always regarded J’ar- 
nell in physiqueand character—in character 
above all—an American. While he was study- 
ing at Cambridge he was more devoted to 
athletic sports than he was to his studies, 

It is doubtfal whether he ever read a poem 
or novel throughout his life, not even the 
poems of Thomas Moore. He first read Irish 
history whilea prisoner at Kilmainham. 

In His Early Manhood. 

In his early manhood he was of unstained 
moral character. He became engaged to a 
young lady of Rhode Island, who jilted him 
for another. Referring to his first appearance 
in parliament, O’Connor says that the Irish 
members then led a life of isolated struggles. 

The awful loneliness of Parnell must always 
be borne in mind when one considers the ter- 
rible event that ultimately darkened and de- 
stroyed his life and brought his untimely end’ 
Isaac Butt then led the party. In the present 
moments, when the passionate friends of Par- 
nell denounce his opponents as murderers, it 
is well to recall the fact that Parnell un- 
doubtedly helped to break poor Isaac Butt’s 
heart and to hasten his end. 

The O’Shea Incident. 

After a rapid resume of known points in his 
parliamentary career, the writer alludes to the 
charge leveled at Parnell that he misled inti- 
mate friends as to the truth in regard to his 
relatious with Mrs. O’Shea. He says: 

‘‘Parnell may have said that he came out of 
the trial with his character untarnished. Cer- 
tainly he so wrote to one of his most affec- 
tionate and faithful friends. 

‘What he probably meant was indicated in a 
few words he spoke the day after his re-elec- 
tion by his party, in which, lifting, as he said, 
acorner of the curtain, he denied emphati- 
cally that he had betayed friendship, abused 
hospitality or broken a happy united home. 

“Circumstances seemed to Parnell, as in the 
case of Lancelot, to make dishonor honorable 
and falsehood truth.’’ 

The Effect Discussed. 

The effect of Parnell’s subsequent manifesto 
on the Irish delegates then in America is thus 
described : 

“Every member of the delegation except 
Timothy Harrington was indignant. Disbe- 
lief, disgust and despair succeeded each other. 
All rushed out tothe first station where it was 
possible to send a oablegram, and announced 
to our colleagues in Ireland that henceforth 
we were to ba counted amongst the opponents 
of Parnell’s leadership. 

‘‘It has been represented that we acted on 
the cablegrams of others. This is false and 
unjust to Parnell. Our judgment was reached 
on Parnell’s own words.”’ 

Proceeding to comment on the alteration of 
his appearance and character after the di- 
vorce disclosures, it is remarked that he had 
been described as having been murdered. 
The hand that struck him down waa his own. 

Strangely enough, the idea that he Yould one 
day ruin himself, was familiar to his cplleagues 
for many years. One instance of hi§ aberra- 
tion was his famous answer to the commission 
about deceiving the house. 

hie had been then for a considerable time 
looked upon by bis friends as so distrait that 


| they instinctively anticipateds that he would 


say something wrongin sheer absentminded- 
ness. When he sat down he was quite sur- 
prised upon being told that he had committed 
a dreadful blunder. 

A stranger Visiting the house of commons 
would tind it hard to understand why he pro- 
duced such an effect thore. He stumbled 
constantly. He had a very scant vocabulary 
and by no means a large stock of ideas. He 
was also very careless in preparing materials, 
which work he put off to the last moment. 

It was quite common to find him plowing 
laboriously through figures, of which he had 
no mastery whatever, at times when he ought 
te have been at the house ready to speak. On 
such occasions his colleagues went through 
untold agonies. 

At the last moment he would appear armed 
with bundles of papers, badly arranged and 
digested, but the house, sensitive as a 


| barometer to his personal character, always 


felt the full force of this extrordinary man’s 
strength. When he rose to address it, he 
spoke in low tones, often with inattention to 
the audience, which made the speech like a 
soliloquy. 

But on rate occasions there were outbursts of 
fierce, devastating passion raging within. 
Then hi3 voice changed to a hoarse, sullen 
sound, and bis mouth was almost cruel. His 
right arm was held forth in denunciation. I 
have seen the house quail before such an out- 
burst of savage, though seemingly cold rage. 

In most parliamentary gifts he was vastly 
inferior to some of his colleagues, but he was 
a consummate tactician. By instinct he seemed 
to know the right thing to do I never re- 
garded him asa highly intellectual man. He 
was essentially narrow, and to this narrow- 
ness I attribute the final mistake of his life. 

When McCarthy, before the meeting in the 
committee room, told him what Gladstone had 
said, his reply was to ‘“‘pooh-pooh”’ the whole 
business as a mere non-conformist how], which 
would die out if detied. Une reason for his at- 
titude was his latent dislike for Englishmen.

Amongst his followers were many with 
stubborn will and flexible resolution, yet all 
were as clay in the potter’s hands when he 
chose to exercise the power. His subjugation 
of his race from restless, torn factions into a 
great, united and absolutely obedient whole, 
was one of the most remarkable achievements

ind, 
A Letter from Captain O'Shea.

THE FEUD BETWEEN THE FACTIONS, 


The Freeman's Journal Deplores the Ac- 
tion of the Parnellite Party. 


Dusxiy, October 13.—The Freeman’s Jour- 
nal today bitterly deplores the announced in- 
tention .of the members of parliament who 
represent the Parnellite party to nurture the 
faction feud which has existed between them- 
selves and the party acknowledging Justin 
McCarthy as its leader. The Journal adds 
that should they continue in their determina- 
tion, “unending strife is in prospect if they 
place before the country the programme thus 
offered to it. It is the greatest act of cruel 
and useless treachery ever perpetrated upon 
the Irish nation.” 

The National Press, the organ of the Mo- 
Carthyites, also commenting upon the mani- 
festo of the Parnellite party, remarks: 

“Parnellites, asis well known, are now 
mere puppets of secret societies.” 

It is generally believed John Howard Par- 
nell wil! contest for the seat in parliament, 
Cork city, left vacant by the death of Charles 
Stewart Parnell. 

Mrs. Dickinson, a married sister of the late 
Mr. Parnel!, has written a letter in which she 
says she desires to correct the impression 
formed regarding the interview with her 
which was recently printed. Mrs. Dickinson 
says: 

Much as her brother desired to see 
union in the Irish parliamehtary party, she 
is certain he would never have sanctioned 
union between those whom he regarded as the

Reconciliation Impossible. 

The Freeman’s Journal today says the man- 
ifesto of the Parnellites renders honorable 
reconciliation impossible and that it is now 
under solemn obligations to advise the Irish 
people to drive from public life every man 
continuing in the minority party. 

Justin McCarthy, in an interview today, 
said he did not intend to issue a counter- 
manifesto or reply to the manifesto issued by 
the Parnellites last night. Mr. McCarthy said 
he trusted to the nation’s verdict, and particu- 
larly to the good sense of the Irish, to estimate 
the true significance of the division which 
still existed in the Irish parliamentary party. 

Mr. McCarthy also said he was surprised 
and filled with sorrow at the fact that the 
document referred to should have been issued 
at the present moment. Hesaid his colleagues 
hoped that over the grave of Parnell all dif- 
ferences would have been forgotten. 

In conclusion, Mr. McUarthy said all he 
and his colleagues cared to remember now was 
Parnell’s noble endeavor to promote the in- 
terests of Ireland.§

Lonpon, October 13.—The health of Mrs. 
Parnell continues to cause the greatest anxiety 
here among her friends. Her condition is 
such as to rrecessitate the greatest care. 


CHINA GETTING ANXIOUS, 


Wants Assurances of Russia’s Good Inten- 
tions—England Backing Her. 

Lonpon, October 13.—The Chinese minis- 
ter to Germany has arrived at St. Petersburg 
from Berlin, in consequence of sudden and ur- 
gent orders from Pekin regarding the Russian 
encroachments upon Pameer, the extensive 
table land of central Asia, called from its alti- 
tude, ‘The Roof of the World.” The Chi- 
nese government became alarmed over ad- 
vices that the Russians had penetrated far be- 
yond the frontier in this district, and the 
minister was instructed to proceed to St Pe- 
tersburg and obtain positive assurance with 
regard to the intentions of the expedition. 
China and England are actingin concert in 
the matter, owing to the receipt of trust- 
worthy information to the effect that the ter- 
ritory of Afghanistan has also been violated. 

Sir R. B. Morier, British embassador to 
Russia, and De Staal, Russian embassador to 
England, are both in London and today had a 
long conference with the foreign offices.

Roms, October 13.—M. DeGiers, Russian 
minister of foreign affairs, arrived at Milan

THIRTY MEN SUSPENDED 


IN MIDAIR 


Awaiting the Coming of Friendly Ladders 
by Which They Might Escape 
to the Ground, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 13.—[Special.} 
At 9 o’clock tonight flames were discovered in 
the rear stairway of The Daily American 
building, corner of Church and Cherry streets. 

The editorial force and Associated Press and 
United Press operators of the third floor barely 
had time to escape by the main stairway, while 
the thirty printers on the fourth floor had to 
take the fire escape. 

Suspended in the Air. 

There they hung for fifteen minutes until 4 
ladder was brought. 

The smoke and flames in the meantime, 
were pouring out of the windows at their side, 
and nearly suffocating them. Finally all 
crawled down. 

Ed Buchanan, the foreman, was cut off 
from the fire escape and descended from the 
fourth floor bya rope. At this writing the 
composition room is gutted at a loss of about 
ten thousand dollars.. The roof is burned 
from the building and the rear from the base- 
ment up is burned out, 

The Files Destroyed. 

The files on the third floor of every secular 
paper published in Nashville for sixty years, 
are doubtless ruined by water. The basement 
is flooded, and the press and other machinery 
costing $25,000, will be badly injured. 

The building belongs toG. M. Fogg, and is 
damaged about ten thousand dollars. The fire 
at 10 o’clock was under control, but very 
stubborn. 


THE WILL TO BE CONTESTED, 


The Grounds for Contesting the Will of 
the Widow of President Polk. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 13.—{Special.] 
When the will of Mrs. Polk, widow of Presi- 
dent James K. Polk, was admitted to probate 
recently it was found that Mrs. Polk had left 
the Polk place to Mrs. G. W. Fall, her niece, 
who has resided with Mrs. Polk, at the Polk 
place, for many years. 

It was soon understood that the will would 
be contested, and the expected struggle to re- 
tain possession of the Polk place on the part of 
Mes. Fall, and the determination on the 
of the consanguinous heirs of President Polk, 
was begun today. by the filing of .a billin the 
chancery courtat Nashville by the Polk heirs 
through their attorney. . 

The bill recites at leigth the provisions of 
President Polk’s wil! and the will §left by his 
widow, Mrs. Sarah Polk, and gives the names 
and locations of between forty and fifty heirs 
to the property. 

The bill declares Mrs. Fall refuses to leave 
the premises, and the complainants ask that a 
receiver be appointed who shall take 
sion of the place and collect rents, pay taxes 
and take care of the property on the ground 
that G. W. Fall is insolvent, and rents cannot 
be collected from hi‘s wife. 

The bill states that Mrs. Fall’s claim to the 
property is based upon the residuary clause 
of the will of the dead president, by which, in 
case his will dees not go into operation, Mrs. 
Polk would come into possession, and, as Mrs. 
Polk left everything to Mrs. Fall, the defend- 
ants claim that she is the rightful heir to 
the Polk place. 

This will form the basis of the contest in 
the suit which, owing to the prominence of 
the parties interested, will agitate the social 
surface.

Postal Rights in Asylums. 

The bill to protect insane persons in their 
rights to receive and send, withogt official 
Ynspection, at least one letter each week, to 
gome one correspondent selected by them, in 
all the publicand private asylums of Georgia, 
was taken up under an adverse report of the 
committee on lunatic asylums. 

Senator Williams moved that the senate 
disagree to such report. The motion pre- 
vaiied and the report was disagreed to, On

This much was not accomplished, however, 
without earnest discussion by those on both 
sides of the measure.

Mayor Hemphill is contemplating revoking 
the license of Thomas Fitzgerald, the Decatur 
street auction house man, wholas figured con- 
spicuously in the courts and newspapers in a 
very unenviable role. 

Charge after charge has been made against 
him in the justice and police courts for cheat- 
ing and swindling. His methods are old ones 
in the larger cities, but heretofore no one has 
ever been so bold as to attempt them in At- 
lanta. 

He will spot some man that he thinks he can 
work, and calls him to one side, requesting 
him to bid a certain amount on a piece of jew- 
elry, agreeing to pay the bidder so much for 
his trouble, and to take the goods off his hands 
if they are knocked down to him. 

They are invariably knocked down to the 
spotted man, as the price agreed upon is usu- 
ally several times the value of the stuff. The 
bidder is required to pay over the amount of 
the bid to keep down suspicion. 

But when the bidder goes to get his money 
back according to agreement, Fitzgerald ap- 
pears in a private office, provided for the pur- 
pose, and informs the bidder that by-bidding 
is a violation of the state law, andif he don’t 
take the goods he has bid off and “‘git,’’ he 
will have him arrested and sent to jail. In 
many cases the scheme works, in others it does 
not. 

Not long ago a young man was caught in 
the trap, and was carried in the private oftice, 
the door locked and told to turn over his cash 
and hustle or he would be putin jail for by- 
bidding. 

The young man caught on to the game, and 
coolly pulled a big ugly six-shooter, and told 
Fitzgerald in a few short words that his 
money had to come or that a funeral would 
be the result. The money came and in double- 
quick time. 

The justice courts have had a number of 
cases of this kind against this house recently, 
and the police have had some unpleasant 
dealings with it. 

Mayor Hemphill, in view of the many com- 
plaints against the house, has taken steps to 
revoke the license. The city attorney now 
has the matter under consideration, and it is 
probable that he will make his decision today.

Atlanta May Furnish Parliament a New 
Member. 


J, H, PARNELL, OF ATLANTA, WANTED. 


Sentiment in Ireland Among Charles 
Stewart’s Followers Is Said to Be 
Favorable to John H, 


Atlanta may furnish a member of par- 
liament. 

A cable message gives the inference that 
there is sentiment in Ireland favorable to 
Mr. John Howard Parnell succeeding to 
the seat of his distinguished brother, the 
late Charlies Stewart Parnell. 

Charles Stewart represented Cork through- 
out almost all his parliamentary career. 
The vacancy caused by his death must 
soon be filled. A candidate will be put 
up by the conservatives. And the Mc- 
Carthyites will probably have one. The 
Parneliites, of course, will put up a Ccan- 
didate. It may be John Howard Parnell. 

Mr. Parnell was seen late last night by 
a CONSTITUTION reporter and asked 
if he contemplated standing for his brother’s 
seat. 

“T have not given that asingle thought,” 
said he, and he added deliberately: “I do 
not know whether I shall or not.” 

Continuing he said: ‘I have not heard 
anything 
have little or no information outside of 
what the newspapers give me.”’ 

Being entirely ignorant of the feeling in 
Ireland, Mr. Parnell would not give any 
positive expression. 

A friend of his says that if there was a 
pronounced desire on the part of the Par 
nellites to have John Howard stand, he 
would be apt to consent. Mr. J. H. Par- 
nell has never taken out citizenship papers 
in America, although he has lived here 
for twenty-four years. 

He is still a British subject, and there 
would be nothing to prevent his standing 
for Cork or Wicklow, or any borough,; if he 
chose to do So. 

As he and the widow are the heirs to 
the tenant fund on deposit in France, it 
may be considered advisable by the Irish 
leaders of the different factions to have 
John Howard elected to parliament. That 
might clear the way to the distribution of 
the fund. * 

Mr. Parnell knows nothing himself, as 
mentioned above, as to the state of public 
sentiment in Ireland in regard to himself. 
His purpose is not to speak hastily or pre- 
sumptuously, or to take any step which 
would compromise himself or the followers 
of his late brother. 

In 1872 John Howard did stand for the 
county of Wicklow, where the Parnell es- 
tate lies. He failed then by a small vote. 
His brother wanted him to return 
and run in later years, but he 
never consented. He expects to 


hear from his brother-in-law, Mr. McDermott, 
in the course of a few days. For the present 
he will remain in Atlanta. His aged mother 
is very comfortable in her New Jersey home, 


.and is standing the shock of her son’s death 


better than was expected. 


THE JONES AVENUE DISCONTENT. 


Why the People Are Mad About Lack of 
Progress~—Bridge Building. 

The people of Jones avenue say that pa- 
tieuce has worn to a frazzle on the bridge 
matter. 

They have waited along time for develop- 
ments, but as none have appeared they propose 
to make some. 

Speaking of their grievances, Mr. J. A. 
Lyons, who keeps a grocery on Jones avenue, 
said yesterday: 

‘The city of Atlanta gave permission to the 
Richmond and Danville railroad, acting in be- 
half of the other roads which enter the city at 
the Jones avenue bridge, to put up a new 
bridge there. The work was begun about two 
months ago. It has been carried onin a very 
desultory way ever since and there seems to 
have been littie or no effort at ail to relieve 
the public. 

“The work which has been. accomplished 
in that time could easily have 
been done in ten days. Why, most of the 
time only three or four men work. ‘There are 
never over six workmen, and frequently there 
are but two, and these put the time only about 
half time all through this pretty weather. 
For instance, there was but two or three hours 
of work done yasterday, there was none Mon- 
day, and only three days last week were 
put in. 

‘*Now for such a big enterprise, which in- 
volves the convenience and safety of so) many 
people, thisis shameful. Mr. Eddieman, of 
the Richmond and Danville, is foreman. 
Every spike and bolt that he needs must be 
ordered from Washington and then waited tor 
till it arrives. This, of course, makesa pain- 
ful delay. In fact, one shipment of spikes is 
now on the road somewhere and have been 
lost for two weeks. With these prospects, no 
one can surmise when the work will be fin- 
ished. 

‘You have no idea the meaning of this 
delay to the people of the fifth ward. The 
bridge is the only safe thoroughfare, ordinarily, 
for the vast numbers of school children that 
attend the Catholic school and the Marietta 
street school, as well as all the children and 
women who have to cross the railroad to get 
tochurch.

THE “REGULATORS” 


Whose Grim and Ghastly Warnings Mean 
Sudden Death. 


SCARING THEIR VICTIMS WITH COFFINS 


Drawn in Pencil on Letters Advising Them 
to Move—The Matter Is Siftedin 
the Courts. 


Cotumbus, Ga., October 13.—[Special.}-- 
The so-ca}led ‘‘Kegulators’’ of Muscogee are on 
the warpath again, if one may judge from the 
letters of warning received by a number of 
parties. It will be remembered that about 
two weeksagoa negro man and a couple of 
negro women, who werecoming into Colum- 
bus from up the river road, found a letter 
sealed and lying in the road, addressed to 
Buck Dublin, a negro who farms on Mr. 
George M. Clapp’s plantation, four miles from 
Columbus. They, thinking ita love or busi- 
ness letter, carried itto George Dublin and 
tuld him to deliver it to his brother, which he 
did. When Buck opened the soiled envelope 
he was starled to find the picture of a coffin, 
very neatly drawn with a pencil, and beside it 
a sketch of himself. Abovethbis picture, which 
was seen by an Enquirer-Sun reporter, was 
this message : 

We do not want to use ruff means, but we are 
No good ones will be 

The rope is ready. 

REGULATORS, 

Then came the picture, followed by these 
words: 

Buck Dubling and others—There is to be a 
reckening in these neighborhoods soon. You 
will git your part. 

There was another sheet in the envelope 
which contained another blood and thunder 
picture. It represented Buck Dublin in his 
coffin, with blood oozing from his breast and 
from his head, and beneath it was written: 

Buck Dublin, you black scoundrel. Fix up your 
business. Your time is about up. 

That was all. 

But that was enough to enrage Buck, and to 
scare him out of his senses. 

Hie at once began to investigate the matter, 
and to find the writer if possibie. He and his 
brother learned that William Walker was at- 
tending the Hill mission church, near by, and 
they went and accused him of knowing some- 
thing about the letter. He said he found the 
letter in the road, and thought he was doing 
Dublin a favor by sending itto him. The ex- 
planation was not satisfactory. Pistols and 
razors were drawn, fence rails and scantlings 
were raised and the fight begun. Walker re- 
ceived several blows, but made his escape by 
running into a house of a sister of his church, 
and got under the bed. He dared the brothers 
to enter and things looked squally. 

Walker came to town and swore outa load 
of warrants before Justice Bowles for Buck, 
George and Cornelius Dublin, and the three 
prisoners were carried before Justice Williams 
for trial Monday morning, charging Buck with 
assault, George with assault and 
battery, and Cornelius with assault. Buck was 
tried first. After the state had closed the de- 
fendant’s counsel moved to dismiss the pris- 
oner, as the state had failed to prove venue. 
The state’s counsel asked as it was but a court 
of investigation, if it was in-thecourt’s discre- 
tion to allow the witnesses introduced and 
show venue if not provingit. Thecourt held 
as the prisoner was on trial the state 
had the opportunity to prove the venue 
before closing its side of the case, that he 
would sustain the motion to dismiss the case. 
This was done. The state claimed that the 
court had the jurisdiction to recall any witness 
at his discretion and obtain facts, overlooked, 
as the magistrates duty was only to inquire 
and discover the truth and not notice tech- 
nicalities, and sit as a court of record for final 
disposal. The court held thatthe same rules 
as govern the superior court, apply to this 
court and he would discharge the prisoner. 

Another warrant was asked for. It was re- 
fused on the ground that the prisoner had been 
tried and dismissed, the state failing to prove 
that crime was committed. 

Walker then went before Justice Moon and 
obtained a warrant on the charge of assault 
with intent to murder. 

The hearing by Justice Moon began late 
Monday afternoon. The point was raised as 
to the jurisdiction to try twice for the same 
charge, and plead former acquittal by Justice 
Williams. The point was sustained and the 
case was dismissed. The state’s counsel 
stated that Judge Martin would issue the next 
warrant and see if the prisoner could escape 
justice, 

Buck Dublin, in the first case, that of as- 
sault, was bound over under a $40 bond to the 
superior court. 

Messrs. Morgan McMichael, Samuel C. 
Craneand John D. Little represented the 
state, and Messrs, Miller & Miller the defense, 

The Dublins live on the plantation of Mr. 
Clapp, and Walker on the place of Mr. Tom 
Narramoce. 

The Enquirer-Sun predicts that the fight is 
not over vet, and demands that the authors of 
the threatening letters be brought to justice. 
Work has already been begun On the case, and 
a good clue isin hand and some startling de- 
velopments are looked for soon. Those who 
know the circumstances are confident that the 
work was not done by negroes.

Porter’s Census Bureau. 

The workings of the census bureau under 
Porter will undoubtedly make a savory sub- 
ject for congressional investigation. It is 
understood that Porter wants to make the 
bureau permanent, but the probability is that 
he will forego that inclination in the light that 
a democratic cougress 1uay be able to shed on 
some of the dark transanctions that are said 


to have occurred already. 

What is the matter with Porter anyway? 
What has he done with the money that was 
appropriated to carry on and complete the 
eleventh census? The census of 1880, which 
was on a far more elaborate and costly scale 
than that of 1890, cost in all a little more 
than four million dollars. In sixteen months 
Porter his exhausted the liberal appropria- 
tion of $6,400,000, and he admits that it will 
take four or five years to complete the work, 
According to this, the six and a half million 
of dollars that Porter has already spent is 
merely a beginning. , 

What Porter wants now isfor the coming 
congress to appropriate two or three millions 
more, and with this he can complete about 
half the work. According to this estimate, 
when everything is wound up and all the 
hands paid off, soto speak, the census of 
1890 will have cost the people about fifteen 
million dollars, as against $4,000,000 for the 
far more elaborate census of 1880. It will 
be observed from this this that the Blarsted 
Britisher is able to get in his work with a 
coolness and a cuteness calculated to put the 
traditional yankee to shame. 

If the democratic house can be induced to 
further rob the people by making the appro- 
priations which Porter is waiting to ask for, 
it may be taken for granted that the tax- 
payers will pay $15,000,000 for a census that 
is already discredited because it is known to 
be utterly untrustworthy. It will be worth 
nothing after it is completed, but it will 
represent the costliest job that has lately 
been taken under the auspices of the corrupt 
republican party. 

The New York Herald brings out all this 
information, and its Washington corres- 
pondent adds a picture of darker hue to the 


financial mismanagement. He says: 

Ever since the census bureau was started it 
has been the source of more scandals than all the 
other public offices in Washington together. Itis 
notorious inthis city that women of dissolute 
lives have found easy employment in Mr. Porter's 
department. It is hardly necessary to refer to the 
well-known case of “the Queen of the Census,” 
who was retained there in spite of the protest ‘of 
respectable women under her, until public senti- 
ment compelled Porter to dismiss her. There are 
other cases justas bad. Within afew mdnths 
three notorious characters of the street have been 
removed from the bureau because the honest 
women who worked with them were threatening 
a public exposure of the immorality that was 
going on about them. ‘The stories that are told 
and vouched for in Washington about certaiu 
women that are employed inthe bureau and the 
influences thatied to their appointment are simply 
hideous. 

Mr. Porter’s bureau was exempt from the opera- 
tions of the civil service law. There wag abso- 
lutely no bar tothe employment of immoral as 
well as incompetent nersons, 

Mr. Porteris saidto have smiled sarcastically 
when the possibility of a congressional investiga- 
tion of his crazy-quilt concern was mentioned to 
him. 

In this connection I recall a story that came out 
about a year ago, when a young woman employed 
in the census bureau committed suicide, and it 
was discovered from her letters and papers that 
she was supported by the member of congress 
who had secured her appointment to the census 
bureau to eke out his own purse. 

It is possible that Mr. Porter was thinkiny,as he 
smiled, of some other stories like that. 

Or it is possible that he was merely reflecting on 
the large number of democrats he has appointed 
to office since he discovered that the next house 
would be democratic. 


When the democratic house meets for busi- 
ness it is probable that Porter’s sarcastic 
smile will be swept away by the broom of 
investigation. The appointment of oftice- 
seeking democrats will not help him. 


They Should Not be Neglected. 

With wonderful unanimity the State pa- 
pers are endorsing the two constitutional 
amendment bills introduced by Mr. Wheeler, 
of Walker, and passed by the house. Without 
exception they unite in expressing the hope 
that the senate will pass these two meas- 
ures, looking to annual sessions and provi- 
ding for a fifty-day limitation. 

The Columbus Enquirer-Sun has the fol- 
lowing editorial onthe subject, which elabo- 
rates the sentiment already expressed by 
the Macon, Savannah, Augusta and At- 
lanta papers. In approving the bills, the 
Enquirer-Sun says: 

The Enquirer-Sun is glad to give its hearty ap-

the constitution making the session of the legis- 
lature annual and limiting said session to sixty 
days. This bill was introduced by Mr. Wheeler, 
of Walker, who has been a member of the general 
assembly for several terms, and is therefore some- 
what familiar with the amount of legitimate 
business which is likely to come before it and the 
requisite time to properly and intelligently dis- 
pose of it. 

The intention of the present constitution was 
to limit the bicnnial session of the legislature to 
forty days, but tliis haa been practically a dead 
letter, a8 not since the adoption of the constitu- 
tion has this provision been regarded. The time 
is not sufficieit to attend tothe business,when the 
legislature meets once in two yéars, but, with an- 
nual sessions of fifty days each, there would be 
no difficulty whatever. It would be a great saving 
to the state, and there would be less likelihood of 
useless and injurious legislation being introduced 
or discussed. The general assembly would have 
to get down to business, and they would get 
through with it without any trouble. 

The clause in the present constitution which 

rmits of a recess opens the door toa session of 

ndefinite length, and not a legislature that has 
met since the adoption of that instrument has ad- 
journed inside of one hundred days. Hence an- 
nual sessions of fifty days each would really ac- 
complish the intent of the framers of the consti- 


tution that is impossible under the section as it 
now stands.

The time is short 
but the bills can be reached if the senate

They cannot become laws until they are 
submitted to, and approved by the people, 
and the senate should not hesitate to give 
them a chance to say whether or not they 
want them. 


The Farmers and the Republicans. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which is 
arepubiican organ, thinks that Governor 
Campbell makes ‘‘a serious tactical blunder’ 
when he says that farming is yearly grow- 
ing nore unprofitable. In order to refute 
this statement the Globe-Democrat gets into 
the air, as the boys say, and we shall not 
attempt to follow it there, yet it ought to be 
an easy matter for the editor of a daily 
newspaper to remember that “Governor 
Campbell’s declaration is the substance of 
a confession made by John Sherman not 
many months ago in an interview which 
was widely published and commented on at 
the time, 

Sherman made no attempt to deny a fact 
which is palpable enough in Ohio; he 
merely confessed the fact and sought to ex- 
plain it by remarking that he didn’t know 
any remedy for it. What is the meaning of 
the decilne in the value of farmin lands in 
Ohio? It must mean something; there 
must be some fact behind it to account for 
it; itis the result of some cause, If the 
profits of farming had increased in that 
state, as the Globe-Democrat wildly as- 
sumes, farm values would not have de- 
clined. 

The great trouble with the farmers is the 
fact that they bear the brunt of all bad legis- 
lation. The greater part of the burdens 
of unjust taxation fall on them. Whether 
so intended or not, they are the victims of 
nearly all the vicious laws for which re- 
pubiicanism is responsible. They find their 
property outlawed in the nation’s banks 
and discredited in the loan markets, so that 
when they are compelled to. borrow they are 
plucked by the shylocks who have money 
to lend. ' 

The Globe-Democrat need not doubt that 
the farmers understand the situation. They 
have at last discovered that the majority 
of the ills from which they suffer are the 
outcome of republican class legislation, and 
the nature and extent of the alliance move- 
ment shows that they propose to resent the 
injustice of which they are the victims, 


The High Tariff Campaign. 

The support of the McKinley tariff law 
by the republicans involves their editors and 
orators in an ever-thickening maze of stu- 
pid inconsistencies. A year ago, when the 
fall elections were pending, we were told 
that the intention of the McKinley law was 
to practically shut off the importation of 
foreign articies that could be manufactured 
here in order to widen and strengthen the 
home market. New manufactories were to 
spring up and old ones were to be enlarged, 
and in this way the field of employment was 
to be widened so as to utilize the idle labor 
of the country, and the wages of working- 
men were to be increased. There was a 
great outcry at the excessive importations 
made during the spring of 1800 so as to es 
cape the increased duties of the tariff, the 
republicans claiming that these importa- 
tions were in the nature of an attack on 
our infant industries. 

The fall elections took place, and the re- 
publican party was practically swept out of 
the house of representatives. Up to that time 
no such political revolution had ever been 
witnessed in this country. The result was 
a startling lesson to the McKinleyites, 
They saw that the people understood their 
little game of high protection for the benefit 
of manufacturers, and in the present cam- 
paigns in the east as well as in the west 
they have entirely changed their tune. Mc- 
Kinley himself has been the first to. right 
about face, and the arguments he now em- 
ploys are entirely different from those he 
employed last fall. 

We are now told thatthe great idea of 
protection is reciprocity and free trade. 
The fraudulent reciprocity scheme which 
both Brother Blaine and Mr. Benja- 
min Harrison claim to have invented is 
held up as the chief corner-stone of protec- 
tion, and assurance is given thata large 
handful of free trade: jiblets has been put in 
the high tariff soup. It is a queer re- 
versal of argument and promise, but it is 
made necessary by the temper of the yvot- 
ers of the country. 

While the Mills bill was pending in the 
democratic house, McKinley and the rest of 
the republicans declared that its free trade 
features would be the ruin of the industries of 
the country, but now, with a sinister anxiety 
to avoid the issue and muddy the argument, 
McKinley is declaring to his Ohio audiences 
that his high tariff law goes as far in 
the direction of free trade as the 
Mills bill purposed to go, Thus in this 
great law, we have high protection, recip- 
rocity and free trade. All you have to do 1s 
to vote the republican ticket and take your 
choice. 

Mr. McKinley takes up a good deal of his 
time in dwelling on the benefits of free su- 
gar, though he says nothing of the bounty 
tax that comes out of the pockets of the 
people. He declares that sugar has been 
cheapened by taking off the tariff tax, but 
he bitterly denies that other articles just as 
necessary as sugar are made dearer by the 
imposition of a tariff tax. Thus he goes 
swinging around the circle in Ohio, leaving 
his hearers in a befuddled condition over 
their efforts to solve the problem which he 
presents. They go about asking them- 
selves how it is that, if the imposition of a 
tariff tax makes an article no dearer, the 
taking of it off makes it cheaper. 

The answer to this question involves the 
defeat of McKinley in Ohio next month 
and the repeal of his tariff law.

NO PEACE YET. 


The Friends of Northen and Livingston 
Have Done Nothing Yet. 


WILL THESE GENTLEMEN MAKE UPP 


Gov. Northen Talks—Col. Livingston’s 
Friends Say That the Governor Will 
Have to Make Concessions. 


The pipeof peace has been prepared, but 
the smokers have not yet taken a single 
whiff. 

Their differences are as from amicable ad- 
justment as ever, and Congressman Livingston 
and Governor Northen do not speak,as they 
pass by. 

All this despite the persistent and 
industrious efforts of mutual friends 
who have been denominated as the 
‘‘npeace commission,’’ and who have been pass- 
ing to and fro between these gentlemen, try- 
ing to get things smoothed over between 
them. 

But it does seem at present, as if there will 
be “no kissing and making up,” as has been 
predicted. 

On the contrary the warfare between these 

leaders will continue to be waged with as 
much fierceness as ever. 
Governor Nortuen was asked yesterday : ‘‘Have 
any membersof the peace commission called on 
you in regard to an adjustment of the differ- 
ences between yourself and Colonel Living- 
ston ?”’ 

The governor smiled. 

‘IT would prefer not to answer that ques- 
tion,’”’ said he; “in fact, I would prefer not to 
say anything about the matter at all.” 

When questioned as to whether or not he 
knew of the existence of what has been dubbed 
“the peace commission,” the governor smiled 
again and said he had heard a great deal 
of talk about it, but did not know that it had 
been organized into a commission. 

The commission has been in active existence 
for about two weeks, and has been busily en- 
gaged seeking to arrange a handshaking be- 
tween the chief executive of the state and the 
congressman from the fifth district. 

The commission has tried to unloose the 
white dove of peace, but these gentlemen 
refuse to have that bird flutter over them. 

Colonel Livingston was notin the city yes- 
terday, and has not been for several days, and 
consequently the committee has not had the 
opportunity to pursue its work as it would 
wish. What he would say to an adjustment 
of the differences existing between hi mself 
and Governor Northen, is not known, but his 
friends say that he would not “makeup” with- 
out some very great concessions on the part of 
Governor Northen. Governor Northen’s 
friends declare that no concessions will be 
made by him. 

This is the status of affairs at present, 
and this the work accomplished 
by the peace commission since it first sprang 


into life. 

So it seems that the object of its existence 
will not be accomplished, but it pursues the 
even tenor of its way, murmuring to itself the 
Biblical statement: ‘Blessed is the peace- 
maker.”

ETCHED AND SKETCHED, 


The case of the bark Wanderer, upon which 
General Henry R. Jackson will address the 
Young Men’s Library Association in Novem- 
ber, was one of the most famous trials in the 
history of this country’s jurisprudence. She 
brought over the last cargo of slaves ever 
landed in the United States. That was just 
before the war a yearortwo. The negroes 
were bought from the slave traders of west 
Africa. They were Congo river negroes. Sev- 
eral of them are stil! living along the Ogeechee 
riverin Chatham, Bryan and Liberty coun- 
ties. , 

Two years agoI saw one and had a talk 
with him. He was short and strongly built, 
but how old he was it was impossible to tell. 
He did not know himself and his face did not 
tell, but it is likely that he was fifty-five. 
When he was first captured in his barbaric 
home he was alittie boy. He remembered 
that his tribe lived along aclear, sparkling 
stream where they used to fish and bathe. 
One day his tribe’s village was attacked by 
another tribe, and, a great many were killed. 
Some escaped, but he and anumber more were 
captured. 

They expected to be cooked and eaten by 
their enemies for they were all cannibals, 
his own tribe as well as the others. But he 
was not barbecued. Instead he and the rest of 
the prisoners were marched a long ways and 
sold to traders. Then the traders murched 
them farther and farther until they reached 
the coast. 

All the time they were chained together so 
that they could not get away. They had no 
idea what their fate would be. In fact they 
had never seen but two white men and they 
had eaten those. They knew they sere being 
carried intocaptivity of course, but what they 
could not learn was how, and, when they 
would be cooked. Coming from the heart of 
darkest Africa, they had precious little in- 
telligence and could not understand a word of 
anything except their own tongue, and that is 
about the queerest monkey chatter a human 
throat ever uttered, Even now it is a lard 
matter to understand their lingo. Finally 
they were loaded on the Wanderer, put down 
in the holds, scores and scores of them. 

The most striking figure in General Jack- 
son’s famous speech at the close of the trial, 
was a picture of the sickness and death during 
the voyage. Hence, I asked this negro, 
Loango, how he and his countrymen stood the 
voyage. Loango was not a graphic discription 
conversationalist, but he fully warranted Gen- 
eral Jackson’s words, which,in effect, were 
that if the sea could be rolled back, the course 
of the Wanderer could be traced from couti- 
nent to continent by the ghastly skeleton mile- 
posts at the bottom, for as death struck down 
from day to day her wretched barbaric human 
freight the corpses were thrown into the 
waves. So forcible was this part of the orator’s 
speech that a shudder ran over his hearers.

Curious Crowds Gather About the Base 
of the Monument.

The statue of Henry W. Grady was 
placed upon its pedestal yesterday, and 
though the face was carefully veiled, the 
pose and proportions of the figure could be 
distiuctly seen. As a matter of course, the 
appearance of a bronze figure of heroic size 
in the middle of the street attracted atten- 
tion, and especially so as the subject was 
50. well The great size of the 
statue is the first thing that strikes you. 
On account of its size it is best seen at a lit- 
tle distance, say fifty yards. A _ person 
standing immediately at the foot of the 
pedestal is so far below the statue that he 
cannot see it in its matural aspect. All the 
proportions seem exaggerated there, but as 
you recede toward the corner of the opera 
house, the figure becomes more animated. 
In the twilight or early. dawh, you might 
imagine it an orator addressipgan assembled 
multitude, the right elbow thrown up, 
and the forearm bent horizontally 
across the chest, as the hand 
pauses there before one of those en- 
ergetic, sweeping, graceful gestures of the 
powerful and well-proportioned arm. 

The statue was hoisted about 11 o’clock 
by means of ropes attached to the trunk 
and limbsand drawn up by the derrick. 
It was fixed upon the pedestal by means 
of prongs securely. set in the stone.

The figures are closely covered and will 
not again be exposed to public view until 
it is unveiled by Miss Gussie Grady next 
Wednesday. She and her mother sare now 
in New York, but will reach Atlanta in 
ampie time for the unveiling ceremonies. 

At the base of the pedestal 
the east side is a 
wreath about three feet long. 
a simple piece of metal, but it cost $540 to 
cast. The cost of this one item shows the 
expensive character of the work.

Grief and History—have been the sub- 
jects of queer comment.

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Mr. Bussey succeeded in interesting some of 
the prominent Atlanta business men 
in his project, and he at once be- 
gan to prepare for work. He secured 
as a practical superintendent of the shop Mr. 
C. H. Buchanan, of Philadelphia, a man thor- 
oughly up in every detail of the business. He 
has had a long experience in the hat factories 
of England, and is an artisan of unrivaled 
skill iu the —— of straw, not only into 
hats, but into numberless useful and beautiful 
articles. 

Mr. Buchanan told yesterday many inter- 
esting facts touching the manufacture of straw 
hats. The Atlanta company will be fuily 
able, he says, to compete with the old estab- 
lished hat factories in the north and east, and 
will control the greater part of the southern 
trade, 

An exhibition of how hats are made was 
then given and the spectators marveled at the 
rapidity with which they are constructed. 
One of the girls took a bundle of plaited straw, 
rau it through her sewing machine, and in 
precisely three minutes anda half a perfect 
hat was made. 

Mr. Buchanan says he employs the best class 
of girl operatives, He expects to have at work 
in a very short time about thirty hands, most 
of them girls. Each one of these operatives, 
when she becomes skillful), can make about 
sixty-five hatsa day. An expert can complete 
a hatin four minutes. The machines used are 
made specially for this work, and can make 
2,100 stitches a minute. The straw is all im- 
ported. 

It comes from China and Italy in hanks, 
braided, some sixty yards to the piece. Each 
bale contains 240 pieces. Formerly there was 
a duty of 27 per cent on this straw, but now it 
comes in free. Itis laid down in Atlanta as 
cheap as the northern and eastern manufac- 
turers can buy it, foritis brought herein the 
original packages. All the straw is plaited 
before it is shipped, and the work is done by 
hand by women in China and Italy, who earn 
only about six cents a day. Most of the straw 
is dyed here. 

A girl sits before a machine and turns out 
hats of any pattern desired. These are at 
once taken to another room where they re- 
ceive a coating of glue. Then they are 
steamed a moment over an ingenious contriv- 
ance, after which they are. placed on the 
block and pressed into shape by a steam 
masher. All this requifes only a few min- 
utes, andthe hat is tinished, ready for the 
wearer. 

Mr. Buchanan says that he has already enough 
orders to keep him busy the entire winter. 
At present he will make mostly cheap grades 
of hats, but he is prepared to turn out as fine 
an article of head gear as is made by any fac- 
tory in the United States.

SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES EXCLUDED 


From the Bill Putting Express, Telegraph 
and Sleeping Car Companies Under 
the Railroad Commission. 


Yesterday was another day of work with 
but little talk in the house. 

All house bills had been disposed of Monday 
night, and yesterday was devoted to bills that 
bave passed the senate and house bills 
amended by that body. 

The house concurred in the senate amend- 
ment, striking out sleeping car companies from 
the bill to place express, telegraph and sleep- 
ing car companies under the railroad commis- 
sion. 

Many members of the house objected to 
this and there was quite a fight over it, but 
finally this amendment was agreed to and 
the Pullman company is out of it, so to speak. 

The most important work of the day was 
the passage of Colonel Huff’s bill to establish 
a normal school as a branch to the State uni- 
versity. 

Tiouse Routine. 

The house passed Mr. Huff’s bill, providing 
for a state normal school in connection with 
the university, the schoo! to occupy the “Rock 
college’ building, in Athens. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the 
assistant attorney general to employ a stenog- 
rapher at $50 a month. 

Express and Telegraph Companies, 

The bill to extend the powers of the railroad 
commission over express, telegraph and sleep- 
ing car companies was called upand debaied 
for quite a time. 

The senate struck sleeping cars out of {the 
bill. This aroused Mr. Fleming’s indignation. 
He declared that if the other companies wero 
to go under a commission there were ten times 
more reason Why the sleeping car companies 
should likewise go under the commission. He 
declared it was an outrage for siceping car 
companies to put down an upper berth when 
it had no occupant. He declared thatif there 
was but one occupant of a car and he 
in a lower berth the company would 
close the upper one down on him, 
in order to force him to pay on it. The Geor- 
gia and Central roads, he said, don’t impose on 
their passengers like this, and the Pullman 
Car Company should be forced to do as 
they do. 

Mr. Davis, of Burke, argued against putting 
sleeping cars under the commission. He de- 
clared if the house wanted to prevent the 
Pullman company from -putting down its 
upper berth, it bad best pass a Dill to that 
effect alone, and not encumber the commis- 
sion with additional expense. 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, argued that the 
Pullman cars should remain in the bill if the 
house was deterinined to pass it. 

The house concurred in the senate aimend- 
ment striking out sleeping car companies, and 
the sleepers are free.

The following bills passed the house yester- 
day:

To allow the consolidation of street rail- 
roads. 

To provide that county administrators shall 
be ex-ofticio county guardians, and shall give a 
five-thousand-dollar bond. 

To provide that all applicants for a license 
to practice pharmacy shall be examined by the 
state board of pharmacy. 

Providing that in suits against non-resident 
life insurance or other companies of like kind 
notice of such can be served upon any local 
agency or lodge of such company. 

To allow county commissioners to supply 
tools for working county roads. 

To change the time of holding superior court 
of Lee county. 

To amend the charter of Hawkinsville. 

To provide for liens of mechanics. 

To provide for contested election cases to be 
heard before the judge of the superior court of 
the circuit. 

To provide that railroads shall furnish sep- 
arate Cars or compartments for white and col- 
ored passengers, and give conductors of street 
cars power to separate white and colored pae- 
sengers. At first the bill included electric and 
dummy lines, but they were stricken out. 

The State Normal School at Athens. 

One of the best pieces of work of the Georgia 
legislature was done on Monday night, be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock, when Hon. W. 
A. Huff, chairman of the finance committee, 
brought forward and pleaded with the house 
to pass the bill to establish the state norma) 
schoo! at Athens—the same to be @ part and 
parcel of that grand old institution, the State 
university. 

This bill provides that there shall be estab- 
lished as a part of that institution a schoo! in 
which any poor young manin this state can 
go atacost notto exceed one hundred and 
fifty dollars, including his board, and under 
the provisions of the bill the state is not called 
onto make an appropriation of one single 
dollar. 

This normal Schooi is to be located at Rock 
college, Athens. 

As is well known, this normal school is for 
the express purpose of turning out teachers for 
the benefit of our public schools. 

All students resident of this state who shall 
enter this school shall sign an obligation in 
writing to teach within the next five vears 
after their leaving the school such a length of 
timein the common schools of this state as 
they may spend asstudents in the normal 
school. When these students lJeavo the normal 
school the chancellor of the university will 
furnish toeach of them certificates of profi- 
clency, stating in general terms what branches 
of education these students have been prepared 
to teach, which certificates shall authorize the 
holders thereof to teach in the common schools 
of this state, without further examination, ac- 


ee to the grades specified in their certifi- 
cates. 

Certainly no friend of education, no tax- 
payer in the state of Georgia, can object to the 
passage of this bill when the state is not 
called upon under the provisions of the bill, 
to contribute one single do!lar to the mainten- 
ance and support of this normal schoot. Hereto- 
jore the greatest objection which has ever been 
urged against the State university has been 
the fact, which could not be denied, that this 
gtand old institution was turning out annually 
large numbers of lawyers and doctors with 
only now and then a teacher. Under the ar- 
rangements as provided forin this bill, a cer- 
‘ain number of young men will necessarily 
become teachers, and the greater number the 
betta for the university and the common 
schools of the state. 

itis believed, indeed the assurance has 
already been given, that a handsome donation 
may be expected from the Peabody tund.

“THE WAR IS OVER---LET US HAVE PEACE.” 


(Banquet Army of the Tennessee, Palmer House, 

Chicago, Thursday evening, October 8, 1991.) 

In response to the tuast, ‘The War Is Over—Let 
Us Have Peace,” Mr. Heury Watterson spoke sub- 
Btantially as follows: 

_I believe that, at this moment, the people of the 
United States are nearer together in all that con- 
stitutes kindred feeling and interest than they 
have been at any time since the adoption of the 
federal constitution. If it were not so, I should 
bardly venture to come here and talk to you as I 
aur gone to talk tonight. As it is, surrounded 
thougi I be by union soldiers, my bridges burned, 
undevery avenue of escape out off, I am notin the 
least discouraged oralarmed. On the contrary, I 
never felt safer or happier or more at home. in- 
deed, I think that, supported vy your presence 
and sustained by these commissary stores, I could 
stand a siege of several months and hold out 
against incredible odds, It is wonderful how cir- 
cumetances alter cases; for it was not always 8o. 

lam one ofthe many witnesses who live to tell 
the story of a journey to the moon and back! It 
may uot be that] have any marvels of personal 
adventure or Any prodigies of individual valor to 
relate, but 1 do pot owe my survival to the pre- 
caution taken by ® nember of the confederate 
battery commanded by the brave Captain Howell, 
of Georgia, It was the habit of this person to go 
to the rear whenever the battery got well under 
fire. At last Captain Howell called him up and 
admonished him that, if the breach of duty was re- 
peated, he would shoot him downas he went with- 
out a word. The repiy came on the instant: 
“That's all right cap’n; that’s all right; you can 
shoot me; but L'il be dadburned if I’m going to 
let then darn’d yankees do it!’ I atleast gave 
you the opportunity, to §ry,and I am much your 
debtor that, in iny casé, your marksmanship was 
80 defective. 

You have been told that the war is over. I think 
that I, myself, bave heard that observation. I 
ain glad of it. Roses smeil sweeter than gunpow- 
der; for everyday uses, the carving-knite is pre- 
ferable to the bayonet, or the saber; and, in a 


contest for firat choice between cannon balls and. 


wine corks, [have a decided prejudice in favor 
of the latter! 

The war is over; and it is wellover. God reigns, 
and the government at Washington still lives. I 
ain giad oi that. 1 can conceive notning worse 
for our-elves, nothing worse for our children, than 
what might have been if the war had ended oth- 
erwise, leaving two exhausted combatants to be- 
coine the prey of foreign intervention and di- 
plomacy, setting the clock of civilization back a 
century, and splitting the noblest of the conti- 
nents into tive or six weak and warring repub- 
lies, like those of South America, to repeat in the 
new worid the mistakes of the old. 

Tue war is over, truly; and, let me repeat, it is 
wellover. Ifanything was wanting to proclaim 
its termination from housetops and dourpost in 
the land, that little brush we had last spring with 
Signor Macaroni furnisbed it. As to the touch of 
an electric bell, the whole people rallied to the 
brave words of the secretary of state, and, for the 
moment, sections and parties sunk out of sight 
and thought in one over-mastering sentiment of 
racehood and nationaliiy. 

I shal] not step to inquire whether the war made 
us better than we were. It certainly made us 
better acquainted, and, on the whole, it seems to 
me that we are none the worse for that better 
acquaintance, The truth is, the trouble between 
us was never morethan skin deep; and the cu- 
rious thing aboutit is that it was not our skin 
anyhow!

In the beginning, »all of ns were guilty, and 


equally guilty, for African slavery. [t was the 
good fortune of the north first to find out that 
slave labor was not profitable.

Time at Jast has 
done its perfect work; the south sees pow, as the 
north saw before it, that the system of slavery, as 
it was maintained by us, was the cluimsiest and 
costliest labor system on earth, and that when we 
took the fleld to fight for it, we set out upon a 
fool’s errand. Under slave Jaber, the yield of ét- 
ton never reactied five. millions hales. Undér 
free Jabor, it has never fallen below that figure, 
gradually ascending to six and seven, until this 
year it is about to reach nearly nine mfllion 
bales.

Gentlemen, I beg that yon wil not be appre- 
hensive. I know full well that’ this is neither a 
time nor place for abstract economics; and I am 
not going to afflict you with a dissertation upon 
free trade, or tree silver, I came, primarily, to 
bow my head andto pay my measure of homage 
to the statue that was unveiled today. The 
career and the name which that statue com- 
memorates belong to me no less than to vou. When 
I tollow him to the grave—proud to appear in 
his obsequies, though as the obseurest of those 
who bore any officral part therein—I felt that I 
was helping to bury, not only a great man, but a 
true friend.

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DYNAMITE PLOWING. 


Tearing Up the Sudsoil with High-Grade 
Explosives. 7 


MR. 0. U. SLOAN’'S GREAT INVENTION. 


Remarkable Experiment in a Garden on B. 
Mitchell Street—Dynamite as a Sub- 
stitute for ‘‘Trenching.”’ 


Subsoiling with dynamite is the latest ad- 
vance in scientific agriculture. Mr. D. U. 
Sloan, of Atlanta, has invented a method by 
which the hard ground may be broken up to & 
depth of two or three feet at a cost of $25 an 
acre. This work, he claims, is equal to the 
process of ‘“‘trenching’’ used by market gat 
deners to loosen the earth to a depth of two or 
three feet. Ground prepared in this way will 
absorb a great deal of water and sustain 
vegetation Juxuriantly through @ protracted 
drought. It wiil also receive and axsimilate 
several times the quantities of fertilizers taken 
by the soil plowed to the usual depth, and, en- 


Aiched to its {ull capacity, will sustain much 


heavier crops. It is possible in this way to 
make five bales of cotton or 250 bushels of 
corn to the acre. This has been demonstrated 
by the actual achievement of these results. 
The great trouble heretofore has been the 


enormous expense of trenching ground. A&, 


done by market gardeners, the work costs 
about one thousand six hundred dollars an 
acre. Consequentiy, butsmail patches are so 
treated. Mr. Sloan proposes to do the same 
work for 825 an acre, and so make intensivé 
farming so economical that it will become the 
fashion, and the old surface scratching will be 
discarded. 

His plan in brief is to drill holes two to 
three feet deep and five feet apart, making 
1,600 to the acre. In each he pnts an ex- 
plosive, and,after tamping, sets off the charge. 
When properly arranged, the explosive will 
disturb the surface of the ground very little, 
but will crack and pulverize in every direction 
to a distance of two or three ‘feet, according 
to the depth and quantity of explosive used. 

Species (1 afternoon, at 3:30 o’clock, Mr. 
Charles L. Patterson and Mr, J. ©. Thurman, 
representing te Refauno Chemical Company, 
arranged explosives in twenty-eight holes dug 
in Mr. Sloan’s garden, in rear of his residence, 
at15 East Mitchell street. The plat was 
25x40 feet and the holes were two feet 
deep. In exch was one-fourth of a 
small-sized dynamite cartridge with about an 
ounce of Judson powder. Attached to an 
electric fuse, these cartridges, planted two 
feet deep, were exploded by means of a wire 
communicating with a battery. There was @ 
dull, rumbling, smothered roar, and the whole 
surface of the ground appeared tu be lifted two 
or three feet, while a few small clods sailed 
above the housetops. 

When the sinoke cleared away it was found 
that the ground was broken to the depth of 
thirty inches at the points of explosion, and 
broken sideways for a part of the distance be- 
tween the holes. The plat was estimated, one- 
fortieth of an acre and the cost of the explo- 
sions in twenty-eight holes was 75 cents, includ- 
ing two hours labor in drilling the holes. 

Mr. Patterson said it was only a question of 
experiment to see just how much powdér to 
use, and at what depth—two feet or niore—to 
place it to make it pulverize all the ground 
between the holes. 

He offers to take contracts to break and pul- 
verize the ground two feet deep for $25 an 
acre.

THE NEW YORK 5 MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 13.—The stock market today 
was quiet with some spurts of activity in a few of the 
leading shares, and while there was considerable ham- 
mering of the lists by traders, a firm tone was dis- 
played during the greater portion of the day, and 
slight gains were the rule at the close. Prices this 
morning were only slightly changed from those of last 
evening, but there was no marked demand for stocks, 
and the necessities of the shorts again influenced them 
to make a drive at the list with no material result. 
The course of the market was soon changed, however 
under the stimulus of lower figures, and Sugar, Rock 
Island, Louisville, Chicago Gas and Atchison were 
prominent in the advance which followed.

Three tribunals Grinding Judicial Grist 
Slowly Yesterday. 


j. EDWARD MORRIS PLEADS GUILTY. 


A Big Mortgage Recorded— Dead Cases 
Buried—A Murder Case for Today—A 
Charter Granted—Suits Filed. 


The proceedings in the three courts which 
were running yesterday in the county court- 
house, were devoid of any sensations. The 
criminal court ran out of business early in the 
morning and adjourned till today. The city 
court was engaged all day hearing one Case, 
and Judge Marshal! Clarke got rid of a few 
unimportant matters. The biggest item was 
theft wo-and-a-quarter-million-dollar mortgage 
which was recorded in Judge Tanner’s office. 
The usual number of damage suits were filed. 

Dead Cases. 

Yesterday morning Solicitor General Hill 
got rid summarily of twenty- -three cases 
which for a long time had cumbered the dock- 
ets of the criminal] court. Some of these were 
begun years ago, and for various reasons con- 
tinued from term toterm. In some of these 
eases the Jefendants sought to be tried are 
dead: in others they have fled the state; in 
others important witnesses are either dead or 
gone beyond the reach of the court, and in 
others settlements have been made. All 
these cases were stricken from the docket and 
marked ‘‘dead.”’ 

Visiting the Jail. 

A committee of five members of the grand 
jury visited the county jail yesterday morning 
and thoroughly inspected the building and all 
the cells. The inspectors will report to -the 
grand jury, When it convenes again about a 
mouth hence, that the building isin very bad 
condition, but that it is kept well by the ofti- 
cers 1D Charge. 

A Charter Granted. 

The Atlanta Consolidated Bottling Com- 
pany was incorporated yesterday. The capi- 
tal stock is $50,000, of which $20,000 has al 
ready been subscribed. Tie incorporators are 
W.H. Beaumont, August Beaumont, John 
H. Hogan, Lee Hogan, H. G. Hanson and D. 
W. Liddell. The company will soon begin 
operations. The plant will be a large one and 
the projectors of the enterprise expect to do 
as largea business.in their line as is done by 
any factory in the south. The company will 
manufacture soda water, vinegar, cider, 
moxie, etc., and will do bottling for the retail 
trade. 

Husband and Wife Sue. 

In the clerk’s oftice of the city court there 
was yesterday filed a@suit for 315,000 against 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany. Mrs. Mary Schooler and her husband 
sue the road for personal damages to Mrs. 
Schooler. She was injured in one of the 
horse cars of the company, and she charges 
the company’s servants with carelessness. 
The suit was instituted by Messrs. P. L. My- 
natt & Son. 

A Big Mortgage. 

One of the largest mortgages ever given in 
Fulton county was recorded yesterday morn- 
ing in the oftice of the clerk of the superior 
court. The mortgageris the Atlanta Consol- 
idated Street Railway Company, and the 
mortgagee is the Old Colony Trust Company, 
of Boston, Mass. The president of this com- 
pany is Mr. T. Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., grand- 
son of Thomas Jefferson. Mr. Coolidge’ s 
father is the principal member of the company, 
and is the wealthiest man in Boston. The 
mortgage is for $2,500,000, and covers all the 
property present and future acquired, in- 
cluding the road, roadbed and all other prop- 
erty, real, personal and mixed. The Old Col- 
ony Trust Company is represented by Mr. 
Morris Brandon. The object of the mortgage 
is to issue bonds. 

He Pleaded Guilty. 


The announcement in Tur CONSTITUTION 
that the case of the state against J. E. Morris 
vould be tried yesterday in Judge Richard H. 
Clark's court, caused a crowd to assemble in 
the courtroom. Mr. Morris was present and 
his mother was at his side. Messrs. Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell were his counsel. Mr. 
Clifford Anderson, Jr., was present to assist 
Solicitor Genera! Hill in the prosecation. 

With the details of Morris’s crimes the read- 
ers Of THE CONSTITUTION are familiar. He 
was a trusted employe of the Southern Loan 
amd Banking Company. The latter part of 
last December Morris suddenly left Atlanta. 
His unannounced departure aroused the sus- 
picions of the officers of the company, who at 
once looked into his accounts. It was dis- 
covered that Morris was a defaulter. The 
exact amount of his shortage was never 
found out, but is in the neigh bor- 
hood of one thousand. dollars. Morris 
was arrested in New Orleans and 
brought back to Atlanta. Those who were 
the losers by his default were disposed to deal 
Jeniently with him, provided he would make 
good the shortage. Morris was indicted for 
Jarceny alter trust, and was turned ont on 
bail. Some weeks ago his bondsmen with- 
drew from his bond and he was sent back to 
jail, where he. has been ever since. The 
friends of Morris made several attempts to raise 
the money required to make good hisshortage, 
and it 1s said they raised about seven hundred 
and fifty doljars. 

When the case was called yesterday morn- 
ing, it wasexpected the proceeding would be 
lively, but thé trial was brought toan abrupt 
end by the defendan’s pleading ‘‘guilty.” He 
Was remanded to jail, and Judge -Clark re- 
served his sentence, which will be passed Sat- 
urday unless the case is settied in the mean- 
iime. 

A Verdict Set Aside. 

A few years ago George Milton, colored, 
was convicted of assault to murder. The con- 
Viction waé secured on what was regarded as 
flimsy evidence. The verdict was a surprise, 
and sentence was reserved. Yesterday Judge 
C.ark, instead of passing senteuce, set aside 
the verdict, and tho defendant was set free. 

A Murder Trial. 

This morning the brothers McConnell, of 
East Point, whostand indicted for the murder 
ofa negro named Thomas Waters, will be 
tried in Judge Richard H. Clark’s court. A 
large number of witnesses have been sub- 
penaed. The defendants say they are confi- 
dent of a speedy acquittal. 

The City Court. 


In the city court of Atlanta, Judge Howard 
Van Epps presiding. the case of Ware & 
Owens vs. Mrs. Helen McKennon was re- 
sumed. It was given tothe jury just before 
court adjourned,

A GOOD STORY GRAPHICALLY TOLD. 


Hiow the Magician Gave a Lot of Exilesa 
Happy Christmas—A Dinner 
with a General. 


A great magician Herrmann undoubtedly is 
He is genuine, a magician and nothing else. 
But by way of variety perhaps, he carries with 
him the greatest fakir of his day and genera- 
tion. 

This man has a world-wide reputation. He 
is known everywhere, and is as noted in his 
particular line as Herrmann himself. 

Blumedski—for that is his name—took no 
part in the entertainment here, and yet he was 
one of the most potent factors in making it a 
success. Heisalittle fat specimen of hu- 
manity—physically as nearly the opposite of 
Herrmann as two men can be. The sardonic 
expression, which isthe stock in trade of the 
magician, zives place to rotund and perennial 
jollity in the face of the fakir. Where one 
could star as alean and hungry Cassius, the 
other is in a fair way to take 
Stewart’s place in the “Two Johns” 
or ‘*Fat Men’s Club.” Where one makes} a 
specialty of arather fierce and military mus- 
tache, the other is content with a covering to 
his upper lip as round and aschubby—"“‘chubby”’ 
goes—as the fakir himself, Yes, they aro op- 
posites in many ways; but they are friends, 
this magician and this fakir, and the story of 
their friendship covers a period of many years. 

The fakir sat in the Kimball yesterday and 
told the story. He is an Arab—wasonce of 
street variety—with a Polish name, and the 
accent of a Parisian. The story goes without 
the accent, 

‘*The first time I met Herrmann,”’ said the 
fakir, ‘‘was one bitter cold morning on a fron- 
tier town in Russia. He attracted my 
attention by his refreshing vocabulary 
of good English cuss words, as he 
paid his respects to a vanishing 
tarantass. At that time I was knocking about 
the world with Archibald Forbes, the famous 
war correspondent, and we were On our way to 
Asia Minor. Forbes had dispatches from Ed- 

“mund Donavan, the intrepid war correspond- 
ent, and I was in the party. 

‘*Herrmann’s face—and such a weird, un- 
canny face it was—was the picture of intense 
disappointment, and his attitude was one of 
utter dejection. 

“‘Approaching, I asked the nature of his 
trouble, addressing him in English and offer- 
ing my services. His face brightened up and 
he quickly replied: 

“‘*My dearsare, I am vary much deestressed. 
I must go to Kayala, and I am too late—too 
late. The guard has gone without me, and I 
now find I cannot get a—a—what do you call 
it ?—a conveyance—yes, a conveyance.’ 

**He spoke rapidly and gesticulated in a ner- 
vous, jerky way so characteristic of the 
French. His story was soon told. While re- 
lating some of his experiences as a traveler at 
a dinner given in his honor at St. Petersburg 
by several distinguished Russian officers, he 
was badgered into accepting a wager with the 
dashing General Kouropatkin, the successor 
of Skobeleff, that he dared not make the ven- 
turesome journey across the steppes to Kayala 
in midwinter and be there in time to dine 
with the general and his staff on Christmas 
day. An escort was promised him, and it was 
needed, for the disastrous camparigen against 
the Turcomans had just ended and the coun- 
try was overrun with lawless bands of free- 
boeters. Herrmann found that the escort had 
been gone several days, and hence his dismay. 

‘‘Herrmann’s distress was so genuine that 
Forbes’ at once offered him a place in our 
tarantass, a long, low, black vehicle on run- 
ners, to which was attached six horses. J? 
pictured to him the hardships of the journey, 
for which, I must confess, I had little taste 
myself; but he was firm in his resolution, and, 
quickiy completing arrangements, we started 
on aride, which, but for the never-failing 
good nature and superior entertaining quali- 
ties of my versatile companion, would have 
been dreary indeed. 

“The days passed wearily along—some in 
wild, fierce storms of snow and sleet that 
howl around us as though all the demons of 
the steppe were up in arms; some in bright 
sunshine, whose intolerabie glare blinds u% 
and blisters our faces. From time to time we 
drive into darksome underground holes, hot 
and reeking, hover around the steaming 
Samoyar, pouring down oceans of boiling tea; 
then out on the silent steppe again, to con- 
tinue our weary struggle, 

‘*‘Herrmann submits to all discomforts with- 
outa murmur. His jollity is infectious. Even 
our imperturbable Kirghiz postilions smile at 
his little conceits and marvel at the wonders 
he performs. They look upon him as an emis- 
sary of the devil. Kayala is: finally reached. 
Herrmann is surrounded by his friends, and 
the warmth of their greeting makes ample 
amends for the hardships he has undergone. 

“*You have won,’ says Kouropatkin, ‘and 
you are none too soon, for Christmas in this 
country comes in advance of yours.’ 

***Yes,’ replied Herrmann, ‘I have won, but 
I will not try it again. No, no. One such 
journey is enough.’ 

‘The dinner occurs the next day, and, re- 
Juctantly, I consent to remain over. Never 
have I spenta more delightful Christmas. 
There is no limit to the hospitality of these 
dashing Russians. Away outon this barren 
plain, thousands of miles from civilization ana 
our own comfortable firesides, we sit down to 
a repast fit fora king. Fverybody contributed 
to the entertainment, a spirited song from 
one, a recitation orastory from another, but 
chief among them all was Herrmann with his 
inexhaustible store of tricks and his marvelous, 
dexterity. The general’s watch was found in 
the pocket of asubordinate, to the dismay 
of the latter and the delight 
of the assembled guests: a solid gold

parted, was found in a bottle of wine: loaves ) 
of bread were transformed into oranges; cards |

disappeared mysteriously 
were sent dancing around the room in the 
most provoking way; different kinds of wine 
were taken at willfrom one bottle, and live 
fowls were discovered in the most singular 
places. It was the most novel Christinas din- 
ner it ever was my fortune to attend. An en- 
tertainment full of surprises, and one that 
kept the guests in a hilarious state of merri- 
ment for several hours.’’ 

Blumedski smiles all over in 
of the joys of that feast. 
retlectively: 

‘“‘When it was over Herrmann obtained per- 
mission to visit the prisoners’ quarters. What 
a contrast to the place we had just left! The 
poor wretches were huddled together like 
sheep. Their food was bad, their scant cloth- 
ing afforded but poor protection from the 
frosty air, and their misery was made more 
unbearable by the harsh words and cruel 
blows of the keepers. Such alot of haggard 
faces I neversaw. Men whose eyes looked 
the despair that was slowly eating their lives 
away, and from whose hearts all hope had 
fled. Piteous looks of entreaty were cast upon 
us as We entered; glances so tull of woe and 
misery that they would melt a heart of stone. 
The sympathetic magician took in the scene 
ataglance,and then began a performance 
that [ have never seen equaled. Trick fol- 
lowed trick, each more wonderful than the 
preceding one. Amid the squalor and filth 
of this wretched pen, snmounded by convicts 
of ali grades and with the atmosphere foul 
and stifling, Herrmann remained for nearly two 
hours, petforming as he never performed be- 
fore. Faces that had not known a smile for 
years relaxed and the dingy walls echoed with
